Its  niembersliip  is  limited 
to  titteen  siniors  and  tittrrn  jiniinrs  who  are  elceted  eaeli  vear  on  t!ie  basis  of  their 
work  in  Knylish  and  their  interest  in  journalism.  The  I'l/icrs  of  Pi'acf  appeared 
again  in  Decemher  193(J.  under  the  axispiers  of  tht-  Pajiyrus  (luh.  The  eoi)ies  for 
1936-37  were  mimeo^jrapiied.  Tin-  staff  ennsistcd  of  an  edit<H'-in-eIiief.  a  business 
manager,  an  assistant  business  uianager.  two  literary  editors,  two  news  editors,  and 
a  feature  editor.
